Regarding relief the c:mmittee was 
agreed that dire:t relief must be given 
and continued apparently for some 
time but it was felt that councillors 
should keep us free as_ possiible 
from doing the distributing of reli:f 
supplies. Better werk on the coun-ii 
and on the committees could be done 
by observing this principle as closely 
as possible, Vhe may: stated that 
personally he himself was quite pij'2- 
pared to fcllow this course and look 
for no personal profits from town 
relief, It was also urged in the 
report that careful relief records be 
kept and published monthly in the 
local paper as to the monthly amoun’ 
of relief given, who did thr distribut 
ing of same, etc, A daily individva’ 
report was not wholly adopted by the 
by the council. On the Mayor’s sug 
gestion the report stands over te 
the next meeting of the council when 
a decisicn will be arrived at respect. 
ing its merits, in its entirety.

FIRE DESTROYS 
ALBERTA PACIFIC 
ELEVATOR MONDAY 


Fire Monday morning completely 
destroyed the Alberta Pacific eleva- 
tor, The blaze was discovered about 
71.380 and by 9 the elevator had col- 
lapsed The fire apparently broke out 
in the driveway and a few me¢ments 
later was blazing through the top of 
the elevator and with the high wind 
blowing at the time made it a raging 
inferno, The wind blowing straight 
north kept the heat away from the 
adjoining elevators and at the same 
endangered the C. P. R, freight sheds, 
but the use of a little water saved the 
shed, There were no freight cars di- 
rectly opposite the elevator but those 
nearby were pushed off to safety. 

Jack Bell, the manager, stated he 

had not been in the building that 
morning, nor was there a fire in the 
stove and he could not account for 
the blade. 
The elevator had a capacity of 25,000 
bushels and was erected some 10 or 
12 years ago, This is the second ele- 
vator the Alberta Pacific Grain Co. 
has had destroyed by fire here and 1s 
the fourth elevator to be burned 
down within the past ten years. There 
was about 1,000 bushels of grain in 
storage in the building at the time.

EDITOR GIVES SOUND 
ADVICE 


Premier Aberhart wants to know 
if life insurance companies could, on 
demand, pay the complete cash sur- 
render values of the policies drawn 
upon them in cash. This was his re- 
ply to criticism of his policies by the 
insurance companies. The answer, of 
course is in the negative. Life insur- 
ance companies do not keep the money 
they receive in cash. If they did, the 
costs of insurance would. increase 
drastically, and the supply. of money 
available for government bcrrowings 
for home building, commercial un- 
dertakings, ete., would diminish rap- 
idly. . 

Insurance companies act merely as 
trustees for individuals. They take 
the money contributed by the indiv- 
duals and invest it as carefully as 
possible, In that way these trust 
funds earn more money and _ these 
earnings are used partially to keep 
down the cost of insurance and par; 


tially to increase the value of the 
policies held by millions who carry 
insurance. 

Life insurance is one of the 
most humanitarian schemes ever 
devised. By means of life insur- 


ance the people who are’ blest with 
long life contribute to the support of 
those who have been left without a 
bread winner. The good that life in- 
surance has done and is doing every 
day has never been _ sufficiently 
publicised or brought home to the 
people. But it has brought support 
courage and a measure of comfort tv 
millions of people, 

Life insurance is essentially, a co- 
operative undertaking. If we had our 
way every life insurance company 
would be mutalized, It is true that 
the profits extracted from stock lifg 
insurance companies is small—about 
5 per cent of total net earnings on 
the average, while some 95 per cent 
goes to policy holders. But we do 
not believe stock-holders should ben- 
efit by a penny from the life in- 
surance funds of the multitudes, 

As for Premier Aberhart’s sug- 
gestion that life insurance companies 
should keep all the funds received in 
cash, the idea is simply preposterous, 
It shows the trend of the _ Social 
Credit minds that visualizes wealth 
as being money. Money is not wealth 
but a means of transferrimg it. So 
life insurance companies keep their 


funds invested in many forms of 
real wealth and when required all 
that is done is that real wealth is 


transferred ack to real money, and

Not A New Science : 


Plastic Surgery Has Developed 
Gradually From Early 
Background 


The plastic surgeon's job is for the 
most part a grim business. People 
injured in accidents, by burns, and 
damage caused by removal of 
growths form the bulk of the special- 
ist’s patients. 

On the surface, plastic surgery 
might seem to be the newest of medi- 


ing to Dr, Fulton Risdon, one of To- 
ronto’s best known specialists. Dur- 
ing the war Dr. Risdon worked side 
by side with Sir Harold Gillies, noted 
English ptastic surgeon, whose re- 
cent operation to restore the features 


scribed as a “miracle’’, 

“During the war we thought we 
had got hold of something new,” said 
Dr. Risdon, “but later when we had 
time to go into the matter we found 
that there was an early background. 
The science had developed gradually,” 

But the war did for plastic sur- 
gery what it did for many early in- 
ventions, like the aeroplane, It lent) 
an urgent need for “forced develop- 
ment” and brought results never be- 
fore obtained. Surrounded by men 
mutilated by shot and shell, doctors 
simply had to “do something.” As 


| @ result, hundreds of men now are 


able to lead a normal life. 

But it was several years after the 
war that a Dutch scientist, Dr, 
Esser, made the greatest single im- 
provement in plastic surgery. ‘Skin 
grafts had a tendency to “float up’ 
because of accumulated blood and 
serum under the new skin,” said Dr. 
Risdon, “and then Dr. Esser wrote 
an article describing the use of pres- 
sure on the grafted area, resulting in 
the new skin growing to match the 
surrounding skin.’ — Toronto Star 
Weekly.
